lesson ever known in political economy 
is perhaps that in New York state under 
the present law by which the contract 
system was abolished. It is true that in 
working prisoners, the reformatory prin- 
ciple must not bo lost eight of, and m no 
prisons in tbe north has this principle 
bsen neglected, neither does tbe adop- 
tion ot tbe contract system in anywise 
interfere *ith the reformatory policy. 
In tbs December number 01 tbe Oen'ury 
is an article based on the question. 
''Should there be an anatooraoy of crim- 
inals?" and in introducing tbe enb-

Mrs. Barton was comfortably ensconced 


in an easy chair, winch wus drawn up In 
front of the large kitchen tire-place, Tfben o 
col-respondent of tho Kaw York Sun recent- 
ly called upon her. Above her head upon 
Ihe snowy walls were the words, "In 
Memoriam," over which hung the memento 
ofher lato husband. Every color produced 
by art or nature sbone forth from ISe me- 
mento, which was arranged in tbo form of 
a wroatb, and tbc articles which were its 
componont parts would puzzle a juck 
dealer. 


"Tain't nateral," said Mrs. Barton, "to 


baild monyments &n' put flowers on tho 
graves of frionds, What you wajit is a me- 
mento that's a reminder.

made that wreath as it is. Every piece of 
it has pot a hlst'ry." 


Just then llrs. Barton's soncamo into the 


room, and at lior request took dowo. lite 
wreath, "I'll tell you what il's made oi," 
she bopan. "No, thoy ain't no use or UiaL, 
either. I've Rot it all written down 1'or my 
chCdren, and you can copy it." 


In the uppor right hand of the wreath are 


stuck a dozen or more raisins, and Jits. 
Barton's description begins with these. 
" Tho raisins," she writes," are the last 


Mr. Barton bought, and kindly said to me: 
'Eat every ouo of these yourself and use 
none of thorn for cooking,' xhc flat [lower 
is apiece of tho lining of his coat, and the 
whito 111 it a piece ot his collar.

Tlio 
flower with a key in the center is a piece of 
the lining of his coat. The black and white 
flower is a piece of his necktie, made with a 
piece of my dress. The rod flower inside is 
a piece of his handkerchief that he wore in 
tho winter. Tho brown flowor on tho out- 
side is a piece of his coal collar. 


"The while flower is somo of Mrs. Lem- 


uel Eldridge's liair, and tile bron-n hail- 
around It some of her daughter Julia's, Mr. 
Barton's first wife. Tho Beans, 
melon, 


squash and orange seeds are some he saved. 
The cloth of the bird is a piece of the shirt 
in which ho died, and tho feather next to 
its head Is from a fowl be raised. The pur- 
ple and whito flower is made of a necktie 
and a piece of my dress. Tho buckles, 
fish-hook and line §nd watch-chain aad lit- 
tle saw were all bis. Tho camlet flower bo- 
low tho bird is a piece of his father's cloak, 
ivhich he wore after his father's death. The 
shavings in the center of tho flower wore 
taken from Mr. Barton's coffin, and the leaf 
at the right side of tbo flower is a piece of 
his boot. The black silk flower inside Is a 
piece of his coat lining. The white-edged 
llower with a black button was a piece of 
his hatband; the red silk a pioco of his 
pocket handkerchief. The buff and white 
flower was a piece of his nocktio, and tho 
volvct in it a piece of Ills coat collar.

The dark plaid 
flannel flower is a piece of his undershirt, 
and the black inside a piece of bis nccklie. 
The thick petals in the gray flower worn 
his hair and thecdffinu- mine. Tbc teeth and 
tbe toothpick thut como next .were his. The 
pieco in Uie end of tba wreatb prow on tne 
wood tbat was on bis farm whero he was 
born and lived seventy-two years. The wall 
paper on the sides and bottom of the vaso 
was somo be bought for our parlor." 


Tho astonishing wreatb is inclosed in a 


frame, which is as fearfull<v and wonder- 
fully made as its contents. Mrs. Barton de- 
scribes it as follows: 


"On the top of tbo frame at the left is a 


smelling-bottle that his second wife, Lor- 
cttc, used in sickness. The spectacle-case 
was his and the bottle of pills tbat ho left. 
The dark piece of a door-knob is one tbat 
be often used, and all the watch-keys were 
Ins, and all the buttons. Oa tbo left hand 
is a vial of cheese that his wife, Lorctte, 
made in 1S44. 
The red article bolow is one 


be laid by for some use. The awl-har.dlo 
was bis to use. 


"Tho bottom of the frame: The glass 


knobs were on his bureau. cThc red 
match-box in tho center is tbe best article 
be made; it was for me to carrv matches in 
when I went to meeting in the evening, and 
he was notable Lo go. When it was dark I 
carried a lantern. On tbe right side of tho 
frame is his knife handle. At tho right oi 
that arc two pieces of ancient poltery pre- 
sented by Isaac Warren, tho lirst student 
of Oberlin College. He was brought up by 
Mr, Barton. These pieces were found in 
Iowa in 1845. Above this is a piece of hore- 
hound candy that be kept for his cough. Ho 
made the little red measure and wrote on it 
what it was for. The pocket cotr.b was ono 
ho used many years. Tbo little cherry 
stones are from tho choke cherries he gath- 
ered from the tree by our pantry window. 
The walnuts were presented by Mrs. Mary 
Dowd a year or two boforo Mr. Barton died. 
All tho work on the frame was the labor of 
my poor old hands. .Many of these things 
are sacred to the memory of the precious 
dead.

Mrs. Barton sees no incongruity in tho 


above conglomeration. To her it is all 
pathos. ;3hois proud of her work, and is 
now engaged in making n memorial wreatb 
for herself.

with feathery 'patterns resembling those 
naturally'produced upon window panes in 
cold weather. ' The glass is first giv^in a 
pround surface, either by the sand-blatt or 
tho ordinary method and is then coated 
wltb a soft varnish. Tho varnish contracts 
strongly in drying, taking with it the parti- 
cles of glass to wliicb it adhoros, an.d this 
reproduces very accurately the branching 
crystals of frostwork. A single coat gives 
a delicate effect, and several coats yield a 
bold design.

Nor thould there be 
so much in the way o£ decoration that 
the eye is oppressed. Beauty in detail 
and beauty in outlines can be secured if 
enough interest is taken in the work to 
study it before it is undertaken.
